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Wisconsin Centennial Show 


By FAY BARNEY 


The two Franlo veterans, Chip of Nettie 
and Aaggie and Rosehill Fayne Wayne 
invaded the mammoth Wisconsin Centen- 
nial Exposition on August 23rd and 24th, 
and carried both grand championships 
back to Minnesota. Curtiss Candy Com- 
pany and Hickory Creek were the only 
other herds from out of the state in a 
wonderful Holstein show of over 400 
entries with 293 head in the individual 
classes. 

Pabst Farms won premier exhibitor 
with a total of six blues,— three of these 
in the groups including get of sire for 
Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad. How- 
ever, Franlo also took both junior cham- 
pionships for a total of seven blues, all of 
these in the individual classes. Curtiss 
Candy took two and Hickory Creek took 
one blue back to Illinois, and the other 
top places went one each to Green Bay 
Reformatory and to Sunny Lea Farm, 
Grafton, Wis. 

The Aged Cows 

The aged cow class was described by 
some of the experts as the greatest in the 
history of the Wisconsin State Fair and 
Judge Paul B. Misner, Langhorne, Penn- 
sylvania, called it one of the best if not 
the finest he had either seen or judged. 
This class of 43 was headed by the 1947 
Reserve All-American, Rosehill Fayne 
Wayne, thought by many to be looking 
the best of her show ring career. Veteran 
John Hetts aptly described this class by 
saying, “after the first place cow, you 
could juggle the next nine in most any 
position and not go wrong”. 

Judge Misner picked for his second 
place the 11-year-old, 1,000-Ib. fat cow of 
Curtiss’, Martyholm Inka Pride and third 
was her stablemate Mercedes Dutchland 
Dell 2d, best udder winner at Illinois the 
preceding week. Further, Curtiss had 
Ormsby Commander Jane in fifth. Cly- 
man Farms had Belle Beauty Ormsby 
Combine in fourth and Man-O-War Anna 
May in sixth. Allen Hetts’ Grahamholm 
cow, Hickory Creek’s Excellent Jule 
daughter, Brown’s Mistress Corinne of 
Franlo, and Barney and Phipps’ Amery 
Lassie Ormsby Emperor completed the 
lineup of the first ten. And from there 
on down you could have started with 
Franlo'’s “Bing” cow and had a very 
strong class for another ten places. 


As the aged cows were assembling, Glen 
Householder stepped to the microphone 
in the arena and, with some appropriate 
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remarks on the significance of the grand 
class that was starting to parade, brought 
to the attention of the crowd the vital 
part that the late Howard Clapp had 
played in the development of the breed, 
particularly in Wisconsin. He then called 
for all to stand for a moment of silent 
tribute to this well-loved Holstein enthusi- 
ast who passed away so recently at Pabst 
Farms. 


The Other Females 


The four-year-old cow class, though 
somewhat smaller than the aged cows, 
has lots of quality. Pabst Burke Bar- 
betta Modest, 1947 All-American three- 
year-old, was at the head of the line until 
Judge Misner discovered a bruised sec- 
tion in one quarter of her udder. After 
some rearrangement of the tops, Sunny 
Lea Farms’ Elmer Brook Lottie Design 
was given the blue with Barney & Phipps’ 
Tilfa cow in second, Curtiss Candy Proud 
Sally, 744-Ib. 2-year-old, in third, Franlo’s 
Cedarfield cow in fourth and Modest in 
fifth. 


Making her first appearance in an 
Rmerican showing, Franlo’s Brown’s 
Mistress Beldina made quite an easy top 
in the three-year-old class. Hickory Creek, 
with a dry, nicely turned heifer was in 
second and Pabst in third and fourth 
places with daughters of Burke and 
Roamer. Pabst Roamer Dean Walker, 
Honorable Mention senior yearling of 
last year, headed the two-year-olds on her 
dairy quality, depth of body and mam- 
mary development with last year’s junior 
champion of Allen  Hetts’, Crescent 
Beauty Lady Gloria, showing the same 
flash of last year but not quite enough 
depth of body to go higher than second. 
Clyman’s Dutch Master daughter was 
third. 


A Regal daughter of Pabst’s was Judge 
Misner’s choice to head the senior year- 
lings. On a last minute switch, Franlo’s 
maternal sister to their heifer calf was 
put in second place with Green Bay’s 
daughter of their Bubbles bull in third. 
Hickory Creek headed the junior year- 
lings with their smooth, Michigan-bred 
Village Acres heifer with Clyman’s nice 
daughter of their Snow Count bull in 
second and a Walworth County Asylum 
heifer in third. 

In the class of 48 heifer calves Franlo 
again scored on a daughter of Franlo 
Montvic General Chip that reminded 
Judge Misner of last year’s All-American 
calf. A daughter of Chip was in second 
for Franlo. Carm Farms’ Newmont heifer 


was in third and Green Bay in next three 
places with three little beauties by Wis 
Ideal. The Franlo calf was the junior 
champion, she was “too sweet” to turn 
down. 


The Bull Classes 
With all of his 3300 lbs., Chip of Nettie 
and Aaggie was just “too much bull” to 
go any place but the top of the aged bull 
class. With the possible exception of his 
home state fair last year, Chip was prob- 
ably looking his best here. The Pabst 
and Gramling son of Burke attracted con- 
siderable favorable comment and he made 
a nice second choice, he showed some 
puffiness of one hock. Henry J. Gram- 
ling’s smooth son of Dictator Ormsby 
Oak fitted nicely into third with the Wal- 
worth County son of King Bessie Korn- 

dyke Ormsby Fobes in fourth. 


In the two-year-old bulls, John Konop’s 
stylish Regal son had many ringside 
favorites in a close top pair with Franlo 
Chip Nettie and Aaggie winning on 
greater length and better rump. The 
1947 All-American bull calf, Franlo Chip 
Grand Monarch, owned by Franlo and 
C. M. Bottema & Son was quite an out- 
standing top of the senior yearlings in 
length and depth through the heart al- 
though he was not so smooth in the tail 
setting as John Mell’s Roamer son in 
second place. They were a strictly high 
class pair of yearlings. 


Curtiss Candy’s son of Carnation Im- 
perial Madcap Lad made a nice top in 
the junior yearlings with Barney and 
Phipps’ Tilfa bull in second and Green 
Bay’s son of Wis Ideal in third. To win 
the bull calf class, Franlo showed a strong 
loined son of their Roebuck bull and, 
Baird Brothers crowded closely for first 
with a showy son of Rockwood Bonerges. 
Clyman came in third with a typy son of 
their Snow Count bull and Lakeside in 
fourth with a son of Springbank Sover- 
eign Rag Apple. Franlo’s Monarch bull 
was junior champion and his sire, old 
Chip, was senior and grand. 


The Groups 

With such un aged cow class, it might 
be expected tnat the dairy herds would 
reflect the quality of the milking females. 
Twelve of these groups competed in 
this class in which Curtiss Candy took 
the blue on their second, third and fifth 
aged cows and third place four-year-old. 
Franlo placed second on Rosehill, Bing, 
Corinne and the first place three-year- 
old. Seldom is there as much dairy 
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quality throughout the groups as there 
was in this aggregation. 

Pabst Farms showed their winning two- 
year-old, third prize three-year-old Burke 
daughter and Modest to win the blue in 
the group of three best females and the 
Green Bay Reformatory came in second 


with the three “Cyclone” daughters, 
Venus, Blackberry and Tulip for a strong 
second; Walworth county in third. The 
senior get was won by Pabsts by adding 
the second prize aged bull, the Burke 
son, to their winning group of three 
cows. Franlo showed Grand Monarch and 
the first prize two-year-old bull along 
with the two daughters of Chip for the 
red, with Clyman’s strong all cow get of 
Man-O-War Combine in third. The 
fourth get was four 2-yearold daughters 
of Oosterhuis’ Carnation Imperial Sen- 
ator. 

The “dopesters” figured Green Bay 
for the junior get and, for once, they 
guessed right. When the third prize 
junior yearling bull and 4th, 5th and 
6th prize heifer calves, all by Wis Ideal, 
were led out they stood in top position; 
four senior yearling daughters of Regal 
were in second for Pabst. Clyman’s nice 
get of Franlo Chip Snow Count came 
third with Curtiss’ Madcap get in fourth. 

The produce of dam brought out some 
beautiful pairs but Judge Misner liked 
best the first prize two-year-old heifer 
of Pabst’s and her full brother, the sec- 
ond prize senior yearling. Clyman’s two 
daughters of Mary Ann Korndyke Bess 
were his second choice with Franlo’s 
junior champion heifer calf and second 
prize senior yearling heifer in third. 
Allen Hetts had “Gloria” and her seven 
eighths sister in fourth position. 


The best udder class was won by a 
Burke daughter of Pabst’s that stayed at 
the top on the superior quality of her 
udder. She is Pabst Burke Duchess with 
705 lbs. of fat at 2 years and over 700 of 
fat this year with 91 days to go. Rose- 
hill Fayne Wayne was second with the 
10th prize aged cow of Barney and 
Phipps in third place.

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Notes on the Wisconsin Centennial 


When judging was finished on the 
grand Holstein Show at the Wisconsin 
Centennial Exposition, only four days 
remained of this 23-day “Show of a Cen- 
tury”. At that time the attendance had 
reached 1,600,000 with the final figures 
expected to reach one and three quarter 
million. Guernseys and Jerseys had been 
judged the week previous and the record 
breaking 4-H show was also completed. 

Some of the elaborate exhibits prepared 
for the Centennial, such as that of the 
Conservation Commission are to be pre- 
served in their present form. The Wis- 
consin North Woods were veritably trans- 
ferred to the state fair grounds in that 
exhibit. 

“Alice in Dairyland” may have been es- 
pecially for the children but the grown- 
ups were apparently just as interested as 
the youngsters in watching the ten-foot 
“Alice” talk intimately with those who 
crowded around the railing in front of 
her. (The trick was really done with 
a Chinese mirror). 


Alice introduced the children to this en- 
chanting exhibit, explained how butter 
got its color and lead the youngsters 
through the celestial dairy wonderland. 
The real Alice was 18-year-old Margaret 
McGuire of Highland, Wis., who was 
chosen from 223 contestants. 

Your first glimpse of the Exposition af- 
ter you came into the new 63-acre park- 
ing area was the $76,000 tunnel recently 
erected for the safety and convenience 
of the Exposition visitors. The story 
of Wisconsin agriculture was told with 
two complete farms erected at a cost of 
$60,000 in the Agricultural building. The 
final touch here was the half-grown chick- 
ens scratching contentedly in the farm 
yard. Honey exhibits were displayed in 
a giant old-fashioned $30,000 bee skep. 
(Thats one for the cross-word fans). 


Women of Wisconsin told their story 
with a $60,000 exhibit of authentic pe 
riod costumes that has been assembled 
at an enormous cost of both time and 
money. Twenty-four industrial groups 
banded together in assembling a $320,000 
industrial show called “Wisconsin at 
Work”. Massive machines, powerful 
motor equipment and delicate precision 
displays were arranged in a completely 
non-commercial educational exhibit. 


One of the most popular spots was the 
huge Dairy Bar where the finest 93-score 
Wisconsin butter was served. State Fair 
patrons last year consumed 27,000 cheese 
sandwiches at the Dairy Bar. This year's 
schedule called for 5,000 sandwiches daily. 
Milk, buttermilk and chocolate milk 
were served in huge quantities. The 
Dairy Bakery, located in the Alice i 
Dairyland exhibit, was turning out about 
1000 dozen cream puffs daily. The figures 
on Wisconsin cheese sales were not avail- 
able but they will probably triple the 
31,000 pounds sold in nine days at the 
1947 fair. 

Mrs. Jack Reynolds, whose husband is 
assistant fair manager, is the very é& 
ficient secretary of the Wisconsin Hob 
stein Association. She and Charles Bratt, 
National Fieldman, were busy handling 
all of the show details nicely, and Fred 
Klussendorf, cattle superintendent, wa 
expressing his pleasure over the size and 
the quality of the Holstein show. 

The skating rink for the Ice Follies 
took up about one-third of the judging 
arena — conditions rather crowded whea 
more than one breed was showing. One 
of the old beef barns was dressed up with 
a modernistic front for the Holsteins, & 
hibitors not too pleased but had to admit 
it was cooler on the cows than the large

Judge Joe Eves of Meredith Publica- 
tions, Chicago, was held up in a traffic 
jam outside the grounds for nearly an 
hour on the morning of judging day. 
While Dairy Cattle Superintendent, C. 
s. “Dusty” Rhodes, madly paced the 
tanbark areua the senior bull calves and 
junior yearling bulls were placed by 
Jerry Cash of the University Extension 
Department after a half hour delay. 


In a class of six good junior yearling 
bulls Jerry had given first place to Cur- 
tiss Candy’s Model Lad bull. Then Joe 
made him junior champion over the 
Moeller first place senior yearling and 
over Hartwood Burke Again, the 
Weaver bull calf from Michigan that 
had topped a class of 21.

Two New Herd Sires—but the Same Old Sir Bess Breeding 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


When one of the great breeding estab- 
lishments of the country buys a new 
herd sire, that’s news; and when such an 
establishment buys two new herd sires 
at once, that’s almost a “stop press.” In 
commenting on the recent purchase of 
the two new herd sires at Osborndale, 
the owner, Mrs. Waldo S. Kellogg, who 
has been the guiding hand back of this 
herd since the death of her husband 
just twenty years ago, had this to say: 

“Please do not give the impression in 
anything you may write about this pur- 
chase that we are in any way discarding 
our old blood lines or changing to new 
ones. We have .been building on Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes blood since 1927, 
and these two new herd sires are both 
strongly line bred in the blood of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes. We expect to use 
the new sires on the females now in the 
herd to strengthen and perpetuate the 
Sir Bess blood. We also hope for some 
years more of service from our two old 
herd sires, Sir Bess 2nd and Sir Oliver, 
both now well past the age for heavy 
service.” 

“You might add,” said Fred Nichols, 
who,. except for one brief interlude, has 
been Mrs. Kellogg’s strong right arm 
since 1930, “that this herd of about 150 
females are all Sir Bess descendants ex- 
cept seven, three that we purchased to 
help out our milk supply and four of 
our breeding that are all Rag Apple.” 

It was in 1927 that Mr. and Mrs. 
Waldo S. Kellogg, who had for some 
years been breeding Holsteins on Mrs. 
Kellogg’s ancestral acres at Derby, Conn., 
known as Osborndale Farm, attended the 
dispersal of the great Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company herd at Austin, Minn., 
where they purchased two future herd 
sites, a yearling named Sir Bess Ormsby 





May, and a four months old calf named 
Sir Piebe inka May Fayne. The former 
was a son of May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead, for many years U. §. Champion 
fat producer with 1218.6 lbs., and was 
sired by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, who 
had just died that same summer after

lis blood has been the foundation of 
the Osborndale breeding program. 


some years of service at Hollyhock 
Farms, even then one of the most popu- 
lar sires of his generation—a popularity 
that has not dimmed among real “cow- 
people” during-the passing years. The 
younger bull was a son of Sir Inka May 
from a dam with just under 900 Ibs. fat. 


At Osborndale, both of these 
sires were given a thorough sampling 
and were both found to have unusual 
ability to increase production and to 
raise the test, as well as to get offspring 
of pleasing type. They became the two 
main herd sires at Osborndale and were 
used heavily for many years, both living 
to a ripe old age. Except for a few brief 
excursions in a number of Rag Apple 
outcrosses, and one of Admiral, a fam- 
ily closely allied to that of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, practically all of the 
sires that have been used at Osborndale 
in the past 20 years in addition to Sir 


young 


Bess and Inka have been their sons, 
grandsons and great grandsons. 


In the Osborndale herd today, ac- 
cording to figures given me by Fred 
Nichols in June, are four daughters of 
old Sir Bess Ormsby May himself and 
five daughters of Sir Piebe Inka May 
Fayne. There are also 45 daughters of 
Sir Bess Ormsby May 2d (Gold Medal), 
an inbred son of Sir Bess; and 17 daugh- 
ters of Osborndale King Ormsby, an- 
other outstanding son of Sir Bess Ormsby 
May. Among the younger heifers are 20 
daughters of Osborndale Ormsby Inka 
Lochinvar (better known as “Roxanne”’) 
who is a son of Montvic Lochinvar from 
a 951-lb. Inka daughter out of a 952- 
Ib. Sir Bess daughter; also 7 daughters 
of Monivic Lochinvar himself, one of 
the Rag Apple bulls that was used in 
the herd in partnership first with Dun- 
loggin aud later with Butterfly. Other 
Rag Apple bulls that have daughters in 
the herd include Osborndale Sir Jo- 


hanna Rag Apple (4) and _ his son, 
Osborndaie Spitfire (7), the former a 
Silver Medal Production Sire and _ the 


latter a Gold Medal Sire; also Osborndale 
Ty Vic, a son of Gladiator from one of 
the Excellent 4% daughtes of Montvic 
Posch Rag Apple, with 9 daughters in 
the herd. Rear Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
whose dain is a 1000 Ib. 3X daughter of 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes and his sire an 
older son of the same 1000 Ib. Admiral 
cow was used briefly in the herd and 
left four daughters. As we have stated, 
practically all of these cows and heifers 
by sires other than Sir Bess descendants, 
go back to Sir Bess Ormsby May one or 
more times on the dam’s side. 


The New Herd Sires 


It was for the further improvement of 
this herd—a herd long famous for its 
high test and great production as well 
as for top show winnings—that the two 
new herd sires have been brought to

OHIO DAIRY DAY ATTRACTS 7,99 
George Nichols 


Friday, August 13th, held no supersti. 
tions for Ohio farmers when an estimated 
7,000 strong turned out for the annual 
Dairy Day held at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Wooster. From 
all sections of the Buckeye State, farm. 
ers, with their families and __ friends 
flocked to hear the latest in dairying in. 
volving the newest silage making t 
the “new look” for the farmer’s wife at 
this yearly educational event sponsored 
by the Ohio Dairymen’s Association. 


In 1927, on an Erie Bull Train making 
its way across Northern Ohio, the idea 
for Ohio Dairy Day was conceived. After 
several weeks to thresh the matter. over 
during leisure hours, I. D. Hadley, Ohio 
Holstein kieldman, Floyd Barlow, Ohio 
Guernsey Fieldman, C. L. Blackman, 
Ohio Extension Dairyman, and H. £, 
Denison, Fieldman for the American 
Jersey Cattle Club, came up with a pro- 
position that Ohio should have a repre. 
sentative group from each breed to pro- 
mote the dairy interests in the state. 
After the proposal was put up to the 
late C. G. Williams, then Director of 
the Experiment Station, the Ohio Dairy- 
men’s Association was born anew in its 
present form, and the following year, 
1928, the first Dairy Day was held. This 
marked the 2lst year of the celebrated 
event, and all that was conceived on the 
Erie Bull Train in the way of program 
for dairymen was manifest in the mult: 
tude that gathered at Wooster to hear 
20 recognized specialists from Ohio State 
('niversity and the Experiment Station. 
No doubt was left in anyone’s mind that 
with its 2lst birthday, Ohio Dairy Day 
was grown up. 


Guest speaker for the occasion was Dr. 
E. E. Heicser, Head of the Department 
of Animal Husbandry at the University 
of Wisconsin. Heiser, recognized as one 
of the leading geneticists in the county, 
stressed the importance of dairy mat

Dr. Fordyce Ely, Head Dairy Dept. Ohio State 
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Said Heiser: “We are not 
nearly s0 concerned today with the in- 
heritance of our cattle as we are with 
the management of our herds to allow 
the animals to demonstrate their in- 
herited ability. ” Qualifying this, he 
inted out that a herd of 20 grade 
Holstein heifers had been used in an 
experiment at Wisconsin, with no at- 
iention whatever paid to the ancestry of 
ihe animals. When placed under good 
feeding ad management conditions they 
averaged rear the 400 Ib. butterfat mark. 
Heiser also stressed the difficulties in 
evaluating a sire used for artificial breed- 
ing due to the lack of tested daughters, 
ond due to the variable conditions when 
enough daughters are on test.

Also on the afternoon program was 
C. L. Blackman, who recently returned 
after 18 months in Bogota, Colombia. 
Mr. Blackman assisted in setting up an 
Ixtension Service in that country, and 
related many interesting features con- 
cerning the dairy industry there. Black- 
man stressed the importance connected 
vith the importation of good founda- 
uon animals from this country. 

Interesting, as well as thought pro- 
voking, was a talk given by Dr. L. C. 
Ferguson of the Department of Bacteri- 
ology at Ohio State University. Ex- 
plaining how certain factors in the 
blood aie passed from parents to off- 
spring, he pointed out that through lab- 
cratory tests these factors could be de- 
termined, and could prove or disprove 
ihe parentage of an animal. Ferguson 
also related that in the not too distant 
future these factors may in some way 
be associated with milk production, dis- 
ease resistance, long life etc. 

Ninety-twe 4-H and FFA _ judging 
teams were on hand to compete for top 
honors in the dairy judging contest 
which is always a big attraction. Win- 
ning the 4H Division was the Holmes 
County team with Floyd Chambers, 
Shreve; Jolin Arnold, Shreve; and Myron 
Troyer of Sugar Creek. This team scored 
1081 points out of a possible 1200. Top 
FFA team was that of Minerva High 
School composed of Dale Campbell, 
Merle Coy, and Galen Culler. Copping 
lop individual honors in the 4-H _ Divi- 
sion was Nancy Sanders of Medina 
County, with Don Lukens of Warren 
County taking top honors in the FFA 
judging. 

On exhibit this year was a silo seal 
developed by Dr. C. F. Rogers of the 
Experiment Station. Consisting of a 
sheet of plastic material, and a tube af- 
fair filled with water, the seal settles as 
the silage settles keeping the top of the 
silo air tight at all times. This device 
was made by the Good Year Rubber 
Company of Akron, and will be sold 
commercially next year.

CONVERSION FACTORS 

It has long been recognized that if 
cows are to be compared on the basis 
of records, consideration must be given 
to the length of the lactation period, 
the number of milkings per day, and 
the age of the cow. The United States 
Bureau of Dairy Industry has studied 
several hundred thousands records it 
has on file from dairy herd improve- 
ment assuciations and from these rec- 
ords it has developed a set of conversion 
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factors which have been approved and 
adopted by the American Dairy Science 
Association for standardizing records 
used in proving sires used in DHIA 
herds. The same factors are now in 
general. use by the purebred dairy 
cattle association with their breed herd 
tests. 


We have had many inquiries from our 
readers for information on __ these 
standard conversion factors, and here- 
with present them in table form. We 
suggest that they be clipped out and 
pasted in your herd register for ready 
reference.

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for August 


By ALBERT M. WOLF, Farm Consultant 


The General Outlook. On January 1, 
1941 the total of commercial, industrial, 
and agricultural loans stood at 5 billion 
dollars, while on July 1, 1948, such loans 
amounted to over 14 billion, after having 
reached a total of 14.8 billion on Janu- 
ary 1, 1948. On July 27, Chairman Mc- 
Cabe, of the federal reserve board told 
the senate banking committee that ad- 
ditional safeguards were needed against 
over-expansion of bank credit. The banks 
are already tightening up on loans for 
non-productive purposes... and don’t 
be surprised if the same happens in the 
case of loans for productive uses where 
big inventories are being carried. Prices 
in too many lines are at the point 
where consumer resistance to rising 
prices is growing by leaps and bounds. 
Unless business in general recognizes 
danger signals, a first class buyers strike 
can develop in the twinkling of an eye. 
Then the “geugers” will be quick to 
throw their Heavy inventories on the 
market to save their infamous necks, and 
weé will have the setting for a recession. 

There are all too many rackets being 
imposed upon the American people to- 
day because of so-called shortages. The 
automobile racket—it can no longer be 
called a legitimate business—is a case in 
point. People don’t like the way the 
automobile manufacturers are ignoring 
bona-fide orders and “taking them for a 
ride” by allowing their dealers to sell 
“new-used” cars, with all of 100 miles 
on their speedometers at dealers auc- 
tions such as the one at Dyer, Indiana. 
At this “dealer-sponsored and manufac- 
turer-winked-at” black market den of in- 
iquity the cost of a Chevrolet is boosted 
$800, and other makes accordingly. Is 
that the American Way? Is there no 
longer any honesty in this great industry? 
Which company will have the sense and 
the “guts” to call a halt to this “holdup,” 
or will they wait until the Department 
of Justice takes a hand? 

If we were in the Congress we would 
present a bill requiring all individuals 
and corporations to pay a 100% excess 
profits tax on all 1948 profits above the 
1947 level. Then you would see things 
happen, whether the bill passed event- 
ually or not. 

Price Trends. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics wholesale price index rose to 
168.9% of the 1926 average, 2.2% above 
four weeks previous and 12.4% above a 
year ago, on July 17. The increase was 
caused by boosts of 3.2% in average 
food prices for that week and a 1%_rise 
in average farm prices. The previous 
record top for this wholesale index of 
over 900 commodities was in May, 1920, 
following the first World War when a 
level of 167.2% was reached. By July 
this price index had dropped to 168.2%, 
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it brought only $2.263/. 


a drop of 0.7% from the top mentioned 
above, but still 11.7% above a year ago. 
Average farm prices declined 1.8% dur- 
ing the week ending July 24. The index 
of the cost of living on July 1 was 171, 
9% above a year ago and 28% above 
June 1946. 

Grains. With the wheat harvest in full 
swing evidence continues to mount that 
another bumper crop is in the making. 
So much wheat was being shipped to 
Kansas City the second week in July 
that the Association of American Rail- 
roads placed an embargo on further ship- 
ments when 7,500 cars in the yards re- 
mained tc be unloaded. 

On July 9th the U.S.D.A. forecast an 
all-time record corn crop of 3,328,862,000 
bushels, or 40,935,000 bushels more than 
the previous record crop of 1946. The 
wheat crop estimate was increased to 
1,241,751,000 bushels or 4% above earlier 
estimates. As a result of these favor- 
able forecasts, grain prices started on the 
down grade. 

The June high for cash wheat was 
$2.5644 per bushel, while in July the 
top was $2.39 on July 2 and on July 30 
Cash corn was 
highest on July 1 at $2.33, then moved to 
a low of $2.07 on July 10, and with 
many ups and downs in between, ended 
the month at $2.164%. Cash oats hit a 
July high of $1.07% on July 13 and 
ended the month at 78% cents. Thus 
the net declines for the month were 1214, 
16144, and 29 cents per bushel for wheat, 
corn, and oats, respectively—the second 
month in a row that grain prices have 
declined, and all indications are that the 
August trend will be in the same direc- 
tion, but not quite so violent. 


The grain futures market followed 
the same general trend as the cash market 
during the month of July. September 
wheat varied from $2.33 on the 7th to 
$2.26% on the 30th, while corn varied 
from $1.94 1 /8 on July 1 to $1.54 3/4 on 
the last of the month. September oats 
was high on July 1 at 85% cents with 
a low of 73 3/8 cents on the 30th. Soy- 
bean futures took the most violent drop, 
from $3.36 on the Ist to $2.69 on the 
%0th. This would indicate that soybean 
oil meal is in for a drop in price. 


Announced loan rates for 1948 grains 
vary by areas, but average 70 cents per 
bushel for oats, $1.15 for barley, and 
$2.31 per cwt. for sorghum grains on a 
farm basis. The farm rate on corn will 
be announced in the fall. 

Mill Feeds. Slow trade in formula 
feeds has caused a falling off in the de- 
mand for mill feeds. Hence drastic de- 
clines in mill feed prices occurred during 
the week ending July 24. Bran dropped 
$7.50 during the week to a low of $44

a ton wholesale, Minneapolis, which ig 
the lowest price since February 15, 1947 
when it sold for $39. This represents 
quite a drop from a high of $85 on Jan- 
uary 22, 1948. This rather confirms the 
feeling of many, that bran has been out 


of line in price for some time. Dried 
brewers’ grains had bounced back to $64 
on July 23. while 50% meat scraps rose 
$5 over the last of June price to $105 
per ton. Soybean oil meal was selling 
at $89.60, Decatur, just about the same 
as in late June, while linseed oil meal 
was down $13 a ton, to $65, Minneapolis. 
With the present downward trend in soy- 
bean prices you can expect lower soy- 
bean oil meal prices in the next two 
months. Beet pulp remains “out of this 


world,” at $94, Milwaukee. It is quite 
apparent that feed manufacturers expect 
still lower prices in mill feeds due to the 
bumper wheat crop and excellent corn 
prospects. Farmers can well afford to 
wait a while before buying their winter's 
supply of supplements. 

Milk and Dairy Products. According 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics fluid milk prices to producers 
and at retail, advanced to all-time high 
levels in July. In 24 states, standard 
milk delivered to homes averaged 20.8 
per quart, 2.3 cents above July 1947 and 
0.3 cents higher than in June. Dealers 
paying prices for Class 1, 3.5 milk av- 
craged $5.15 per cwt., 66 cents above the 
July 1947 price and 11 cents above June

This is based on events in the butter 
and milk markets. In the Chicago butter 
market November contracts dropped to 
74144 cents on July 26, the lowest 

for such options since May 17. This 
parently was caused by dripping sales jn 
retail channels, lack of speculative sup- 
port due to fear of price controls, and 
the inroads of oleo sales which continue 
to mount. Prices of evaporated milk, 
dried milk by-products, and cheese op. 
tinued at about the same high level as 
Jast month. 

’ In Chicago a federal grand jury in. 
dicted 8 dairies and 9 of their officials 
on July 3C on charges of conspiring to 
fix milk prices in the Chicago area. On 
the same day the attorney general of Wis 
consin initiated a civil suit against 19 
Milwaukee dairies charging they “com. 
bined and conspired to charge uniform 
and non-competitive retail and whole 
sale prices in the sale of fluid milk.” 
Well, you know how we feel about these 
distributors—they asked for it—and don't 
be surprised if they get a good stiff fine 
for their efforts. 

Beef Cattle. Choice beef cattle tops 
ranged from $37 on July 7 to a top of 
$41 for the last week of the month, 
while average steer prices increased $$ 
during the month. This $41 price, 
usually for one or two loads of steen 
was the highest since January when 
$41.25, the record price was paid. On 
July 19, a Missouri feeder paid $36 per 
cwt. for 44 Kansas steers weighing 108 


. pounds—it seems to us that this is taking 


a mighty long chance on profits inasmuch 
as retail meat prices have taken a decided 
slump in the last weeks of July, due t 
rising consumer resistance to out-of-line 
1ctail meat prices. 

Hogs: With only 4200 hogs on the 
Chicago market on July 30, a new all 
time peak price of $31 was reached for 
choice barrows. This new top was 50 
cents above the former record established 
on September 11, 1947, and again on 
July 12, 1948. The lowest top for the 
month was $29 on July 1. Last year's 
july top was $29 and prior to that the 
July record price was $23.60 in 1919. A 
more favorable corn-hog price ratio and 
an abundant oats crop were factors that 
slowed down the shipment of hogs t 
market. Continued consumer resistance 
to high meat prices we feel will hold hog 
prices near present levels during August. 
Hog raising will continue to be a vety 
profitable business for good feeders for 
another year or two, until the supply 
catches up with demand. 

Lambs. .Choice lambs ranged from 
$31.50 on July 1 to a high of $32.50 on 
July 13 and then drifted down to $2850 
on the 23rd, but by month end the price 
was back to $30. Advices from the 
western range country indicate that flock- 
owners are holding back more ewe lambs 
with the idea of again building up theit 
flocks. 

Poultry and Eggs. On July 1 the US. 
D.A. reported that farm flocks in the

US. laid over 5 billion eggs in June, the 
smallest production for that month since 
1942. This was 3% below June 1947 
and 10% below the 1937-46 average. The 
rate of lay, however, was at record levels 
in all parts of the country with produc- 
tion per layer at 16.1 eggs as against an 
average in previous years of 15 eggs. The 
nation’s laying flock numbers were down 
4% from June of last year, but 3% above 
the average. 

Prices received by farmers for eggs in 
mid-June averaged 43.4 cents per dozen— 
the highest June price on record, com- 
pared with 41.5 cents a year ago and 
24.8 cents for the 1937-46 average. Egg 
prices increased 1.9 cents during the 
month ending June 15. Movement into 
storage was at about the same rate as 
last year. Support price for eggs during 
August will be 35 cents. 

Farmers received an average of 30.5 
cents per pound live weight for chickens 
in June—the top June price on record. 
This compares with 27.5 cents a year 
ago, and 19.5 cents for the average over 
the years. Turkey prices averaged 37.6 
cents, also the highest June price of rec- 
crd. This compares with 28.9 cents a 
year ago and an average of 21.4 cents. 
The demand for broiler chicks con- 
tinued heavy with June hatchings 7% 
above those of last year. The number 
of eggs in incubators on July 1 was 20% 
larger than a year ago. Hatcheries report- 
ing on turkey operations showed 74% 
more poults hatched in June 1948 than 
a year ago. 

Undulant Fever an Occupational 
Disease. Dairymen everywhere—this con- 
cerns you. On March 5, 1948 the Work- 
men’s compensation commissioner for the 
Fifth Congressional District of Connecti- 
cut ruled that undulant fever is an oc- 
cupational disease. In this case William 
K. Loucks, a farm employee of one 
Floyd Laird contended that he had con- 
tracted undulant fever by working with 
cows harboring the Brucella abortus or- 
ganism and/or by drinking their milk 
which was provided him by his employer, 
and was totally disabled from January 
\4 to March 3, 1946. Fortunately, since 
Mr. Laird was one of the few farmers in 
Connecticut who held workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance, he was able to meet 
all of the expenses of the case. However, 
in making his ruling, Mr. Krasow, the 
commissioner ruled that any future dis- 
ability of the employee caused by the 
contraction of the disease, also must be 
paid by this employer, in this case cov- 
ered by insurance. Better look into the 
matter and protect yourself with insur- 
ance before it is too late. Social security 
laws and regulations are here to stay 
and the farmer is bound to be drawn 
into the net fully, sooner or later. 

Question of the Month. .If you feel 
we do not need a change in the conduct 
of our national affairs—just how can you 
explain this one? “The U. S. offers 7 
German steel plants for sale and dis- 
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mantling, while the State Department 
asks American producers to supply $347 
million worth of iron and steel for ex- 
port. Meanwhile, workers at Ford and 
General Motors take ‘vacations’ on ac- 
count of shortages—and farmers cannot 
get the tractors and machinery they 
ed.”

tinctive as his type. I thought I knew 
something about his breeding but I was 
amazed io discover that he traces no 
less than eleven times to Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes. A _ five-generation (30 ancestor) 
pedigree of this bull would show Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes 73rd appearing five times 
in the last generation: three times on the 
top side and twice on the bottom side 
of the pedigree. 


This bull, Sir Bess 73d, is not only a 
son of Sir Bess but he is out of a Sir 
Bess granddaughter, so these five 73d 
crosses mean ten crosses to old Sir Bess. 
The eleventh Sir Bess cross comes 
through another son, Linden Lawn Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes, the sire of his ma- 
ternal granddam. Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes 73d will be remembered as the 
toundation sire of the old Walters herd 
which was dispersed some years ago, with 
the old bull himself going to Pabst Farms 
to spend his last days, and several of 
his daughters going to Maytag where 
they made records up to almost 1000 Ibs. 
fat. His sons include the two Dean bulls, 
one that went to Maytag and the other to 
the Woosters of New York, both great 
sires and both now in artificial breeding 
associations in their respective states.

Two interesting facts about 73d from 
Osborndale’s standpoint are (1) they 
came near buying him themselves once 
years and years ago and (2) they once 
owned his dam, Hollyhock Lady Bess 
Daw, buying her in the Hollyhock Dis- 
persal in 1927, about the same time they 
bought Sir Bess Ormsby May. She was 
then some months along on her junior 
2-year-old record, which she finished 
after being shipped to Osborndale, with 
721.9 lbs. fat. Although they were un- 
fortunate in not getting any daughters 
out of her, Fred Nichols recalls her as 
one of the really great cows of the herd 
when he joined the Osborndale organi- 
zation in 1930. So we can assume that 
it was by plan rather than by coinci- 
dence that the new Osborndale herd sire 
carries such a rich intensification of the 
blood of Sit Bess Ormsby Fobes 73d. 

As already mentioned, Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes was recently classified Excellent, 
just a few months after reaching the 
minimum age for classification, and his 
dam and sire were also classified Ex- 
ccllent, if not the same day at least dur- 
ing the same inspection trip. His dam 
is none other than Bess Skylark Ormsby 
Dora, All-American Three-year-old of 
1946 and more recently announced as 
the new National Champion junior four- 
year-old on 3X with 1064.9 Ibs. fat. She

eraging 530 lbs. fat with 4.1% and aij 
qualifying for the ten months division, 
Some may remember this “Blood bull” 
as selling in Claude Wylan’s “Parade of 
Bulls” Sale at Waterloo last December, 
where Jens Bollerup sold him to Henry 
C. Nelson and T. H. Irish of Forest 
City, Iowa. 


The double grandsire, sire of both 
Dora and Blood, is the present Walters 
senior sire, Sir Bess Skylark Fobes(V.G), 
Some months ago, before Dora com. 
pleted her 1064lb. record, Walters & 
Son published the following statement 
about the production of his daughters, 


“Every daughter that has freshened in 
the Waliers herd has been run on AR 
test and the eight AR daughters average 
561.9 lbs. fat with 4.02% test at an ay- 
erage age of 2 years, 4 months, 18 days, 
with seven of the eight qualifying for 
the ten months’ division. He also has 
ten other daughters tested in HIR in 
four other herds and these ten HIR 
daughters average 629 Ibs. fat, 4% at 
6 years, all on 2X.” 

Truly quite a record of production 
with limited opportunity. He is be 
ing given further proving in the Walters 
herd. 


Sir Bess Ormsby Burke Fobes has been 
in service in the Walters herd ever 
since he first came of service age and 
they have sold his sons from Coast to 
Coast. It required a bit of “high pres 
sure buyermanship” on the part of a 
number ef people before Walters & Son 
would consent to release even an in- 
terest in him. They have also used in 
their herd his sire, his double grandsire, 
three of his four great grandsires and 
of course his five times great great 
grandsire, Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 73d, 
who was the foundation sire of theif 
great herd. 


Mrs. Kellogg and Mr. Nichols agree 
with other genetic authorities that this 
rich intensification of a great blood line 
by repeated inbreeding and line breed- 
ing is the safe and sure way to guarantee 
the transmitting of the characteristic 
of said blood line, which is why they 
chose for service in their intensely line 
bred Sir Bess herd this bull who gets 
no less than 4334 per cent of his blood 
from two of the best sons of Sir Bess 
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Ormsby Fobes, with six crosses to Sir 
Bess within five generations. 
“Clyde Hill Royal” 

For their second new herd sire with the 
old blood lines, Osborndale selected a 
bull known by the rather involved name 
of Clyde Hill Royal Junior Elsie Rock. 
At Osborndale he is always referred to 
as Clyde Hill Royal. 

All who attended the Clyde Hill party 
of Convention Week will remember the 
snappy little coal black baby who was 
introduced as Elsie’s youngest son. His 
dam is the late Elsie Zuba Rock River 
(Excellent), with a life record in 9 
jactations of 160,743 lbs. milk, 3.61%, 
5805.7 Ibs. fat. She was a daughter of 
“Qld Zuba,” also Excellent, and with a 
life record above 210,000 Ibs. fat to which 
she is constantly adding in her tenth 
recorded lactation. To produce this 
calf, Elsie was mated to her own full 
brother, Clyde Hill King Fobes Piebe, 
better known as “Junior,” he too classi- 
fied Excellent and with his first daughter 
in production classified Very Good. At 
Osborndale as well as at Clyde Hill they 
are proud of the fact that this first 
daughter of “Junior” on the _break- 
down classified Excellent on rear udder 
and Very Good on fore udder. 

The sire of both Elsie and Junior and 
hence the double grandsire of Royal is 
the old Clyde Hill foundation sire, Rock 
River Hengerveld Al, Gold Medal and 
Excellent, who has such a magnificent 
string of daughters in the Clyde 
Hill herd. And here is one of the 
things that turned the tide in this pur- 
chase as far as Osborndale is concerned. 
“Old Rock,” the double grandsire of the 
new bull, is a grandson of Sir Bess Orms- 
by Fobes 22d, who as you might guess, 
is another son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes. 
The Sir Bess blood is back a little far- 
ther, but it is there and on both sides 
of the pedigree. Who is bold enough to 
say how much or how little this strain 
of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes blood may 
have contributed to the greatness of the 
Rocks? Certain it is that the son of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes 73d that was used 
for a time at Clyde Hill, did quite a job 
when mated to the Rocks and this may 
have been one of the factors in deciding 
Osborndale to try the mating of a 
double Rock bull with their own line 
bred Sir Bess females. 

It is interesting to note that the sire, 
the dam, both grandsires and both 
granddams of Clyde Hill Royal are all 
officially classified Excellent, perhaps the 
only bull in the world for whom this 
claim can be made. Whether or not this 
can be claimed as a “world’s record,” it 
certainly can be said without overstating 
that he has a solid pedigree for both life- 
time production and for choice type. 
Clyde Hill would not even consider sell- 
ing this bull outright, so he too is a part- 
nership ‘bull, and will divide his time 
between the two establishments, Osborn- 
dale and Clyde Hill. 

And so the two bulls come to Osborn- 
dale to join that great battery of home- 


bred herd sires which include Sir Bess 
Ormsby May 2d and Osborndale Sir 
Oliver Ormsby King, both Gold Medal 
Proven Sires but both getting too old to 
bear too great a part of the load of serv- 
ice in this large herd; and Osborndale 
Ormsby Inka Lochinvar, who combines 
the Rag Apple outcross (through his 
sire, Lochinvar) with an Inka-Sir Bess 
combination. They have also retained 
an interest in a number of other bulls 
including Osborndale Ty Vic, who has 
the Gladiator-Posch combination. The 
progress of both new bulls in this herd 
will be watched with interest by students 
of breeding everywhere. 


Things are definitely moving forward 
at Osborndale these days, with more than 
two dozen cows on A.R. test right now 
and a number of records above 800 Ibs. 
fat apparently in progress. They expect 
to build the test string up to 30 to 35 
and keep it there year after year. Many 
of the old matrons that we used to see 
there have now passed on but their 
daughters by such sires as Sir Bess 2d, 
Oliver and Roxanna are there to take 
their places and are giving a good ac- 
count of themselves. As for many years 
past, the lerd is under the charge of 
Herdsman Hans Jensen, with Manager 
Ired Nichols as the directing genius. The 
owner, Mrs. Kellogg, although tremen- 
cously busy as the active head of a large 
and thriving manufacturing business, still 
finds time to keep a watchful eye on her 
farms and Holstein breeding operations, 
her beautiful and profitable Jersey herd 
on her Bassett Farm nearby and her 
retail milk business in the triplet cities 
of Derby, Ansonia and Shelton. In her 
nearly thirty years as a Holstein breeder 
she has -become thoroughly grounded in 
the basic principles of Holstein breeding 
and in all these years her love for a good 
cow has never flagged. Her new part- 
ners, Walters & Son and Clyde Hill 
Farms, can rest assured that the future 
of their bulls is in good hands.

The ten leading milk producing coun- 
ties in the New York milkshed, all of 
them in New York State, for the month 
of May were: Delaware, St. Lawrence, 
Jefferson, Oneida, Chenango, Madison, 
Otsego, Herkimer, Orange and Lewis.

pulled in. It was nearly dark, but we 

drove over the farm and looked the cows 

over in the beautiful sweep of pasture 

that runs up to the buildings on the 


hill.

2X daughter of Lochin- 
var. 


Howard’s “Yankee” bull, Winterthur 
Fubes Nebska Yankee, purchased in the 
Cooper Disperal, looks great—no holes in 
him, and he is siring beautiful calves. 
They have another good young bull that 
has been sampled some, a son of Creston 
‘Twenty Grand from the good dry Loch- 
invar daughter. 


Ralph Stolle’s beautiful place is just 
down the road a piece. The new ranch 
house is nearing completion, commanding 
a striking view out over the artificial 
lake in the valley below, and the distant 
pasture with its Black and Whites graz 
ing in the blue grass. 


They have a nice group of young 
things under blankets for the State Fair, 
and we had a private showing of these.

The “Honey” cow that topped 
the last Wolverine Classic, and an old 
Northern New York friend of mine 
(from the Bob Thompson herd) finished 
with 812. She is due by famed Mallary 
Rag Apple Triumph on September 6.

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Behold This Day! 


A Condensation of the talk given at the 
Kansas City Convention by 


DR. KENNETH McFARLAND, 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Topeka, Kansas 


The Book of Genesis records that well 
known story of how famine swept over 
ancient Egypt, and the people gathered 
before Joseph, the powerful ruler ap- 
pointed by Pharaoh, to ask for help lest 
they perish. The first year Joseph had 
them hand over their cattle and _live- 
stock in return for government aid. In 
the second year of famine, Joseph had the 
people deed over all their land to Phar- 
aoh in return for continued government 
help. When all the people had deeded 
over their Jand to the government, Joseph 
said, “Behold, this day I have bought 
you!” 


Joseph didn’t have to stand for re- 
election. He saw no point in being secre- 
tive about the purpose of his policies. 
He very frankly wanted to eliminate the 
basic freedoms of the people. But I 
am afraid we cannot expect such frank- 
ness and candor from some of our lead- 
crs and writers today, even though they 
be advocating things which are designed 
to take away our freedom just as surely 
as anything ever advocated in ancient 
Fgypt. So perhaps it behooves us, as 
individual citizens to set up our own 
guide posts and danger signals, lest we 
find America has been sold out. 


There are several powerful trends on 
the current American scene which must 
be halted, or redirected, if we are to 
preserve our freedom! 


1. We must stop the increasing influence 
of the militarists, especially in non- 
military matters. 


I am not a pacifist, and never have 
been. Anyone advocating less than com- 
plete preparedness in our present un- 
settled world is frightfully unrealistic in 
his outlook. Still it has not been proved 
that we need universal military train- 
ing; it has not been demonstrated that 
we should turn over to the military such 
vital matters as the control of atomic 
energy; nor has it been demonstrated 
that we should fill key diplomatic posts 
with officers of the army and navy. 


We must take great care that we do not 
follow policies which will eventually 
shackle ourselves with the same chains 
we so lately fought to remove from 
others. 


2. We must alter the trend which so 
frequently keeps men of great in- 
tellect, ability, and character out of 
public office, out of our educational 
systems, and out of our other agen- 
cies cf public information. 


We must attach more financial re 
muneration to our public offices to at- 
tract more worthy men of modest means, 


and we must attach more respect and 
honor to these positions to attract more 
worthy men from all economic brackets, 


The situation is the same in our edy. 
cational systems. There will never be 
any kind of canned education or ae 
celerated education that will take the 
place of high type ladies and gentlemen 
daily associating with boys and girls as 
their teachers. 


I have said to groups of all kinds all 
over this country that education is cul- 
ture, and culture is polish. It is like 
any other polish in one respect at least, 
it has to be rubbed on. Boys and girls 
can’t get it by reading about it; they 
can’t acquire it by hearing about it— 
they can get it only by rubbing shoulders 
daily with people who have it. It should 
be obvious that we cannot go into the 
roughest, toughest market in history and 
get that kind of teaching ability at bar. 
gain prices. The law of supply and de- 
mand works here just like it does any- 
where else. We must get an entirely 
new concept of what a teacher is worth.

Similarly, we must keep great minds and 
characters in charge of our newspapers, 
magazines, radios, motion pictures, and 
other agencies of public information. Any 
other course leads us down the road 
where stands a demagogue to declare, 
“Behold, this day. I have bought you!” 


The third trend on the current scene 
which must be altered if we are to pre 
serve our liberties is the one which has 
1esulted in a continuous mushrooming of 
governmental bureaus and ever increas 
ing influence of special interest pressure 
groups.

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ment bureau shall survive should not be, 
“Is it useful?” Most of them are. The 
test must be, “Is it indispensable?” Un- 
til we are willing to apply that yard- 
stick, we shall make no appreciable prog- 
ress upon this problem which is the 


cure of our domestic governmental prob- 
lem. 


The government must cease retreating 
before the insatiable demands of certain 
special interest groups which are willing 
to let public welfare be ground under 
the heels of their particular ambitions. 
It is legitimate for any group to lobby 
the elected representatives of the people 
in the interest of special needs, but when 
groups begin telling the whole nation 
whom to elect, then it is time to call a 
halt. 


Finally, we must develop a_ foreign 
policy that is based upon everlasting 
principles of right and wrong, and never 
deviate from that policy for the sake 
of temporary expediency. 


Prior to the war and during the war 
cur government played ball with rats in 
Spain, France, Argentine, and elsewhere. 
The policy was based upon an old Bal- 
kan proverb which says, “In time of great 
peril, my son, you may walk with the 
Devil until you have crossed the bridge.” 


This policy has failed, because after 
the bridge has been crossed everyone 
knows we compromised principle in the 
time of crisis. Then, too, after you have 
crossed the bridge with the Devil, you 
may be ready to dissolve the partnership, 
but the Devil may not be ready. 


America must say to the world, “We 
believe man is created in the image of 
God. He has the right to be free, to 
be dignified, and his personality must 
be respected by all governments. We are 
for everything everywhere in the world 
that moves in that direction. We are 
egainst everything everywhere that moves 
in any other direction. 


“A man cannot be a modern dictator 
unless he is a liar, a traitor, and a 
murderer. Christian nations cannot 
align themselves with such governments 
without compromising both Christianity 
and democracy.”

Milk is the outstanding food buy to 
day as latest government figures show 
fresh milk delivered at the doorstep al- 
most 40 points below the average “all 
foods” index figures, now at a new record 
peak. 

Retail index figures of the U. S. De 
partment of Labor show that since 1940 
the “all foods” average has gone up 
114.3% while home-delivered milk is up 
cnly 682%, the smallest percentage in- 
crease of any major food group.
